London, May 16.—The Queen tomorrow cel- 
Sbrates the eightieth anniversary of her 
birthday by removing the scandal attached 
to the South Kensington Museum. For 
years the exhibits at South Kensington have 
been housed in all manner of sheds, out- 
houses, and inflammable buildings quite un- 
worthy of a great metropolitan museum. 
The Queen in dedicating the new Victoria 
and Albert Museum will raise a fitting monu- 
ment to her own memory, and by a happy 
coincidence a change will simultaneously 
take place in the Imperial Institute memorial 
built to celebrate the jubilee year. 

The enormous sum subscribed to cement 
the friendship of the colcnies by making a 
headquarters for colonial interests in Lon- 
don has year by year become more useless 
owing to the fact that the institute was in- 


@ufficiently endowed and wretchedly man- 


aged. 

The great building has been given up to 
éxhibitions of colonial products of a common 
type which are exceedingly uninteresting. 
Finally an attempt was made in despera- 
tion to obtain an income by giving open air 
concerts and other popular entertainments 
quite unworthy of the original object of the 
institute. 

In this way the jubilee monument became 
not only a useless mass of stone and mortar 
but actually an insult to the colonial spirit.

Paris, May 16.—Major Marchand has ar- 
rived at Jiboutil in good health and spirits 
and has telegraphed the government that 
his three years’ march across the wilds of 
Africa has not in the least changed his mili- 
tary spirit. 

He says he is casita) to express to the gov- 
ernment and the military chiefs his respect- 
ful assurances of devotion and obedience to 
discipline. 

Major Marchand’s message has caused 
almost hysterical rejoicing in army circles. 
He will be the guest of the Military club 
and will be accorded the same honors as are 
paid in Paris to visiting military chiefs of 
distinction. 

By a strange coincidence Marchand's re- 
turn to Paris is expected on the day the de- 
cision of the Court of Cassation in the 
Dreyfus affair is anticipated. 


_ Conflict Over New Accident Law. 

There is a serious conflict between the 
Chamber of Deputies and the Senate over the 
question of enforcing the law regarding the 
responsibilities of employers for injuries sus- 
tained by their workmen. 

The Chamber insists that employers must 
be made to pay indemnities to workmen dis- 
abled while in service. The law was voted 
last year and should go into effect on the Ist 
of June, hut the employers are making every 
endeavor to retard the execution with theaid 
of the Senate. 

The Senate is entirely cdktiolies by reac- 
tionaries and active-supporters of the capi- 
talists as against the workingmen. 3 

Employers advance the rather remarkable 
argument that the law should} not be en- 
forced at this Particular time because of the 
unusual number of accidents incident to the 
building of the exposition. _ 

The Chamber, on the other hand, insists 
that the employers’ argument is an excellent 
reason why the law should go into effect im; 
mediately, as no better opportunity to test it 
could be offered. The conflict resulting is 
growing particularly bitter,

The charges of heresy against Professors 
George Holly Gilbert and Samuel Ives Cur- 
tiss of the Chicago Theological Seminary 
came up in the session of the Illinois Con- 
gregational association today. They were 
embodied in the report of Dr. 8. B. Carr of 
Stillman Valley. and were made 
rather by insinuation than by direct 
implication. This method was forcible 
enough for the occasion, and brought 
Professor W. D. McKenzie of the 
seminary faculty to the platform with a 
rush. He replied with an eloquent and ar- 
gumentative plea for the seminary faculty, 


and had the satisfaction of seeing the ac- 


cuser of his fellows practically howled down 
by the members of the association as he en- 
deavored to respond. 

No effort was made to have any action 
taken, and it was only a contest as to which 
side would leave the best impression upon 
the association. As it is now, fully two- 
thirds of the members stand solidly by the 
faculty, and it is only the more determined 
of the conservatives who support Dr. Carr. 

Tho latter, in speech, manner, and belief 
is a thorough type of the old school conser- 
vative in orthodoxy. Most of his life has 
been spent in the country. e believes in 
the theory that every word of the scriptures 
is the inspired doctrine of God, and has no 
sympathy for any other idea. Dr. McKen- 
zie is a student and scholar of the modern 
type. He is polished, eloquent, clever—a 
product of the study and the metropolis. 
While he does not announce what is his be- 
lief beyond his attestation to the Congre- 
gational creed, it is evident that he does not 
coincide in all of Dr. Carr's beliefs and 
ideas. Dr. Carr spoke first of the improve- 
ment in the buildings of the seminary, its 
number of teachers and students, and its 
signs of prosperity. Of the teachings of the- 
ology he said: 


Dr. Carr States His Case. 


“The theological training given seems to 
be comprehenstve. The examinations are 
of a high order, and we were surprised at the 
excellenc of the recitations. The goctrinary 
matters which we discussed have already 
resulted in much public discussion. They 
rest entirely in the hands of the directors, 
who feel that they are in possession of all 
of the facts and are determined to act as 
speedily as justice will warrant. I desire 
to avoid publicity in such matters as these. 
It is disagreeable, perhaps injurious, to the 
church, The directors argue against any- 
thing being said in public. But we are Con- 
gregationalists, and if the teachings of our 
seminary are out of harmony with our gen- 
eraily accepted beliefs it is unwise and un- 
congregational that our people should not 
know of it. 

Four of the seven members of the Board 
of Examiners present refused to say any- 
thing about doctrinal tters. They said 
their constituents did not want to hear about 
them and that they had not been sent to the 
seminary for any such purpose. This teaches 
that our churches do not know or care what 
is being taught, or that the Board of Exam- 
iners is satisfied, or that the minority report 
is not worth consideration. In the latter 
case it is liable to be r as 1 mere 
whim of a theological cran am a Congre- 
gationalist,-I —— what the belief of that 
faith is, and I say the churches ought to be 
told about these things. I want to ask for 
some definitions of the powers of an exami- 
ner and fer some authority beyond private 
detective work. We have been forbidden to 
use the published writings of the teachers 
as evidence. It is considered mean for a stu- 
dent to give away the unorthodox teachings 
of a professor. We can learn but little of 
what he believes in the few recitations we 
hear, or through the examination questions. 
A man's public writings surely contain what 
he believes and what he probably teaches.“ 


McKenzie Speaks for the Faculty. 
Professor McKenzie responded for the 
faculty. He said that President Fisk had 
asked him to come in his place, and there 
were whispers about of design in this, for 
Dr. Fisk is growing old, and here was an 
eloquent young man to defend the cause. 
He made one of the most eloquent defenses,

“ The teachings of the Chicago Theological 
Seminary are thoroughly orthodox.”

stead of leading them to him.”’ 

There had been scattered plaudits as Dr. 
Carr finished, but this time they came in 
waves. They drowned Carr’s voice as he 
tried to again secure the floor, and calls of 
time were heard.

A. H. Armstrong of Chicago spoke upon 
„The City Frontier,“ describing the work 
of building churches in the suburbs. The 
Rev. James Hayes of Danville gave some 
experiences of his work among the miners. 
The Rev. R. W. Newlands of Mattoon spoke 
on The Country Church.“ The Rev. S. W. 
Meek of Yorkville had for his topic, ** The 
Narrative of the State Religion,” detailing 
the progress made in the different districts. 
Good results were reported from all.

WEALTH-GETTING AND WEALTH-USING 

It is not only natural but inevitable that so 
i ant a question of taxation as 1 nο 
attention of New York State 
should lead to a discussion of the obliga- 
tions of private ownership. Hence Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt’s speech in Buffalo on Mon- 
day evening on The Use and Abuse of 

The address was one of marked earnest- 
ness. Its gist was contained in two char- 
acteristically vigorous criticisms, one upon 
the attitude of the public toward mere suc- 
cess in wealth-getting and the other upon 
the irresponsibility of owners. 

The American facility for paying ad- 
miring homage to meredntellectual adroit- 
ness in business adventures was dealt with 
in words as heartfelt as they were scathing. 
I wish,” said the Governor, I could warn 
“all my countrymen against that most de- 
“ grading of processes, the process of deifi- 
“ cation of any man for what we are pleased 
“to term smartness, the deification of mere 
“intellectual ‘cuteness, wholly unaccom- 
„ panied by moral responsibility. . . . If 
“there is one thing which I would like to 
“eradicate from the character of any 
“ American it is the dreadful practice of 
“paying a certain mean admiration and 
* homage to the man who, whether in busi- 
“ness or politics, achieves success at the 
“ cost of sacrificing all those principles for 
“ the lack of which, in the eye of any right- 
“eous man, no possible dchievement of 
“success can in any way compensate.” 
The undiscriminating tendency often met 
with to behold the “ unscrupuloug man of 
affairs” under a certain glamour, and to 
miss in him the selfish gamester playing 
with the resources of life, well deserves this 
stricture. | 

The second criticism was upon the duty of 
proprietors to realize the responsibilities be- 
longing to ownership. Governor Roosevelt 
states the problem to be not only “ how to 
do justice to wealth,” but “ how to see that 
wealth in return is used for the benefit of 
the whole community.” With that moral 
vigor which has always characterized him, 
he assails the irresponsible use of the power 
which property gives. The rich man who 
“ buys a privilege from the Board of Alder- 
men . or gets a privilege through 
“the Legislature by bribery . is 
“committing an offense against the com- 
“munity. which . may some day 
“have to be condoned for in blood and de- 
“struction ... . by you and your sons.” 
“Demagogic attacks upon wealth,” he 
charges to “the man who .. takes 
“the ground that there shall be some- 
“thing sacred about all property, that the 
“owners of it are to occupy a different po- 
“sition in the community from all others 
“and are to have their burdens, not in- 
“ creased, but diminished because of their 
„wealth.“

not a subject of anxiety among the people 
of his State. He is a person of conservative 
feeling. Such a man has a right to read 
these lessons to the private interests whose 
greed and lack of moral restraint have men- 
aced the public life of the State. 


EARLY ANTI-EX?PANSIONISTS. 

In 1803 Senator White of Delaware op- 
posed the annexation of Louisiana because 
“we already have territory enough.” He 
declared that he would rather see that ter- 
ritory given to France or Spain, on condi- 
tion that no American citizen was allowed 
to settle there, than for the United States 
to sell it for a hundred millions, and yet re- 
tain the sovereignty. : | 

In 1845 Robert C. Winthrop opposed the

which to remonstrate, and perhaps to stop 
the marriage. The Illinois laws require a 
license, but that is all. The parties who 
take one out can get married in five min- 
utes if they can find a minister or a justice of 
the peace. It is easier now to get married 
in Illinois than in Wisconsin. Therefore, if 
the population of Milwaukee were equal 
to that of Chicago, about as many runaway 
couples would come here from there as used 
to go there from here. Before long the 
parents of eloping Milwaukeeans may be 
talking reproachfully of the lax marriage 
laws of Illinois. 
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SENSELESS “REFORMS” IN CUBA. 

A late issue of the Times of Cuba con- 
tains the text of an order promulgated by 
fhe Mayor of Havana forbidding any one 
to smoke in public conveyances of any kind 
under pain of ejection from the vehicle. 
This is in the nature of a violent innovation 
among people who have always considered 
it allowable for men, women, and children 
to smoke everywhere. A few days ago an 
order was issued forbidding a man to ap- 
pear on the streets in the undershirt garb 
that has been customary among the poorer 
classes since the days of Columbus. He 
must wear an outer garment of some kind 
on top of it to avoid shocking the sensibili- 
ties of the American officials or the ladies 
of their families. There have been rumors 
of unaccountable restlessness and covert 
hostility toward the temporary American 
régime. It does not take a great amount of 
acumen to trace the relation of cause and 
effect here, but General Brooke does not 
appear to have done so. 

It is, amazing that intelligent American 
officials should show so little tact or knowl- 
edge of administrative methods as to coun- 
tenance these wholesale and senseless an- 
noyances. Nothing could alienate the sym- 
pathies of the Cuban people more subtly or 
swiftly than needless sumptuary laws of 
this sort. The abolishing of the bull fight, 
the enforcement of numerous sanitary laws 
hitherto unheard of, and other unavoidable 
reforms are enough. Meddling with the 
dress and personal habits of the people is 
unwarrantable and should be stopped in- 
stanter. What would happen in Chicago 
if the police were directed to arrest every 
man who appeared on the street without a 
coat or a collar? The Havana order against 
the undershirt costume is of the same sort. 
Sudden attempts of this sort to force the 
dress and the morals of a northern country 
upon a tropical people are worse than folly. 
They will undo all the good we have done. 

These Miss Nancy reforms may have 
been instituted by subordinates without the 
formal sanctioh of Governor General 
Brooke. It was his place, however, to veto 
them, and he cannot too speedily see that 
the mischievous spirit is suppressed. The 
Washington authorities should not only 
call a halt in the sumptuary law movement. 
but should promptly order the rescinding 
of those already in force. A Cuban native 
does not necessarily violate decency by ap- 
pearing in public without creases in his 
trousers or minus russet shoes and eye- 
glasses. If the Cubans are to be impressed 
with the sin of public smoking and intro- 
duced to the comforts. of starched shirts 
there will be time enough for it in the next 
generation. 


CONTINUOUS VAUDEVILLE NEWSPAPERS. 
The New York Evening Post and other 
anti-expansion papers still seize with avidi- 
ty upon every soldier's letter that comes to 
hand in which the “ long bow ” is drawn or 
the writer’s imagination runs away with 
his sense of truth., It is one of the weak- 
nesses of soldiers, as it is of sailors, to mag- 
nify every occurrence in which they are 
engaged, and to make gory and grewsome 
fictions out of the ordinary events of war. 
It is not alone the weakness of the soldier 
and sailor but of nearly every one else to 
wish to tell as big a story as possible. 
There are some of the romancing boys in 
the Philippines who hate scored triumphs 
far beyond what is a reasonable ambition. 
One private told in a hair-lifting way 
how each man in his regiment. cap-

liberately shot them in compliance with 
army orders, and the anti-expansionists 
have rolled this as a sweet morsel in their 
mouths and lifted their hands and eyes in 
holy horror as they commented upon its in- 
humanity.

Dixon, 93, and George Swope, 95. One in- 
strument was in the dining-hall, while a 
waiter carried the other to the kitchen, two 
stories below, on his tray. Then the hungry 
alumni up-stairs began ordering what they 
wanted to eat, and the way those orders came 
would have bothered a phonograph to keep 
track of them. One wanted soup, another 
fish, a third salad, while the only point or 
resemblance was they wanted the orders at 
once. The instruments worked all right, but 
it was soon discovered that if a dinner was 
to be ordered that way it was going to be a 
question of considerable time before all could 
be served. A practical demonstration of an 
interesting and important scientific proposi- 
tion was one thing, but dinner was another, 
and the practical at once took precedence 
over all other considerations. 

The messe was at once sent to the 
kitchen to bring up that dinner and let 
science walt a while, and the diners at once 
turned in to enjoy themselves. 

When the tables had been cleared the 
instruments were put in operation. Mes- 
sages, mostly class mottoes and greetings 
from one member of the association to an- 
other, were sent from one end of the dining- 
room to the, other without trouble. Mr.
